MacDonald’s Regime Held to. Hinge 
on Success or Failure of Five-

LONDON, Dec. 23.—It has sud- 
denly become the London fashion, 
since the week-end, to predict thé 
early downfall of the MacDonald 
Government and another general 
election before Easter. 

The most striking thing about it 
is its suddenness. A week ago noth- 
ing of the sort was contemplated. 
Now practically the whole Conserva- 
tive and Liberal press have taken 
‘the same unanimous chorus, and the 
Labor people are not very vigorous 
in denying it. On the contrary, 
Premier MacDonald’s adherents 
seem in a mood to accept the chal- 
lenge without any fear as to the re- 
sults of another appeal to the voters: 

The Prime Minister himsélf, ‘in the 
House of Commons, on: thé coal. bill 
debate, accused the Opposition . of 
trying to pick a quarrel for the Bake 
of forcing an election, and hé 6pé 
defied them with the prediction ° 
they would be beaten. “ 

This quick change in the -whole 
British political atmosphere is mere- 
ly an aftermath of the Government’s 
narrow escape by the margin of 
eight votes Jast week on carrying its 
coal bill through its second reading 
in the House of Commons. 


Snowden and Churchill to Debate. 


One of the symptoms of the bad 
political bicod engendered by that 
incident, is the fact that the House 
of Commons is meeting tomorrow, 
which will be the first session on 
Christmas Eve in the last forty-one 
years. The sole purpose of this un- 
usual session is to give an opportun- 
ity for a “knock-down and drag-out”’ 
debate between Philip Snowden, 
Chancellor. of the Exchequer in the 
MacDonald cabinet, and Winston 
Churchill, his predecessor in the 
Conservative Government. 

Mr. Churchill is going to accuse 
Mr. Snowden of acquiescing in the 
socialistic schemes which his govern- 
ment is carrying out, an. which will 
ruin the country financially. .. Mr. 
Snowden will retort that the finan-. 
cial damage to the country had al- 
ready been done by. Mr. Churchill 
him&elf before his government was 
forced out by the last election. 

So it is altogether likely that when 
the Commons adjourns tomorrow 
night there will be an acute state of 
bitterness between the government 
and opposition benches, with the 
Liberals playing up to the Tories. 

A significant incident is that David 
Lloyd George and Winston, Churchill 
are again patching up their political 
and personal friendship, which may 
have a direct bearing on the future 
relationship of their two opposing 
factions in the House of Commons. 

Holiday Will Aid Labor.. 

But the next day will be Christmas. 
Then there is a month’s parliamen- 
tary holiday for cooling off. Then 
the naval conference comes along. 
This sequence is something frequent- 
ly lost sight of in the present flurry 
of political sensationalism. 

Two factors are left out of account 
altogether, _One is the fact that the 
coal bill is still a pending measure, 
the terms of which the government 
does not consider so sacred that they 
are not willing to modify them to 
meet some. objections by Tories and 
Liberals when the bill comes up 


again for debate on the. third read- 


ing after the holiday recess. 

Eyen today the MacDonald Cabi- 
net considered possible changes in 
this bill to provide the greater amal- 
gamation in: the coal industry which 
Mr. Lioyd George insists upon. 

The other factor not mentioned at 
all by predictors of an early down- 
fall of the. government is the naval 
conference. There is an analogy 
here between the English political 
situation at the present moment and 
that of America in the first year of 
the Harding Administration. 

White House comment then was 
to the effect that if the Washington 
naval conference of 1921-1922 was a 
success, it would offset all the blun- 
ders in other .matters .which the 
Harding Ad stration was.

Robbers Returned Jewelry. 


In addition to the detective’s re- 
volver other items which departed 
with the robbers have found their 
way back, the testimony showed. 
Some of the jewelry taken from the 
guests has been returned and when 
the trial is resumed on Thursday 
morning the manner of the return 
| of the valuables also may be dis- 
closed. 

A humorous twist to the trial was 
supplied by Salvatore Neclario, one 
of the guests who lost $390—and a 
revolver—to the hold-up band.

Asks if Hold-up Was a ‘Fake.’ 


During the examination of Neclario 
Mr. Whalen spoke of this ‘“‘alleged 
hold-up.’’ Earlier, in taking a hand 
in: the examination! of a detective, 
he had asked if the robbery had 
been a@ “fake.” - The commissioner 
did not reveal the motive for his 
questions. The detcctives recalled, 
however, that it. had. been reported 
that the robbery was a reprisal in 
connection with a $10,000 fund said 
to have been _raised_to accomplish 
“certain results’? in the late munici- 
pal election. The story has it. that 
neither the fund nor the results were 
apparent after the votes werd 
counted. 

Detective Johnson in his report, 
which was made to Inspector John 
J. Sullivan on the night following 
the hold-up, said that he had been 
invited to attend the dinner, which 
had been arranged by various Bronx 
merchants and the -board of gover- 
nors of the Tepecano Democratic 
Club, 747 East 187th Street. The 
ciub, which is not a Democratic club 
in the politica] sense, hails Magistrate 
Vitale as its honorary life president. 

The dinner was, attended, agcord- 
ing to Johnson, by ‘‘judges, lawyers 
and doctors, mostly of Italian ex- 
traction.’’ He got to the restaurant, 
which is at Southern-Boulevard and 
East 187th Street, at 11:30 P. M. 

“After hearing the speeches of the 
various people present,’’ said John- 
son, ‘‘Mr. Capabioni, president of the 
Tepecano Club, spoke in Italian. 
Former Magistrate Michael Delagi 
then introduced as the next speaker 
Magistrate Vitale. During his ad- 
dress a noise was heard on the stairs 
of men coming upstairs to the dining 
room proper, and-when they got to 
the landing upstairs they wére told 
to. keep quiet, that somebody was 
speaking.’ 

The men were the robbers, who 
later gave back part of their loot. 
They were obliging, as well as singu- 
lar, the detective’s report disclosed. 
for they remained quiet for two or 
three minutes. They were not un- 
mindful of their mission, however, 
for they were ‘“‘looking over the 
¢crowd’’ as they listened to the magis- 
trate’s speech of appreciation for 
the honor shown to him.

This cash was to 
be deposited in the Central Trust 
Company and withdrawn on a stipu- 
lated monthly schedule. The board 
and the syndicate estimated the cost 
of the construction of new schools. 

Up to this time that schedule has 
been followed religiously. Now it js 
proposed to anticipate it and with- 
draw tomorrow morning the allow- 
ance for three Winter months. Then 
the money is to be loaned by the 
building fund to the education fund, 
from which teachers’ salaries are 
paid. As security the board will de- 


posit with the building fund so-called 
“interim certificates.’’

We must 
bend every energy to make both 
defense of liberty and the produc- 
tion and just distribution of wealth 
the means of building the moral 
fibre of individuals and of nations, 
and of bringing the peoples of the 
earth into increasingly close friend- 
ship, interdependence, understand- 
ing and cooperation for high pur- 


pose.

less they are requested by charitable 
or. philanthropic institutions or_per- 
sons, are directed to the North Pole, 
to Iceland or Greenland, to ‘‘Toy- 
iland’ or to “Santa Claus, New 
York.’’ Not one has been addressed 
to the South Pole, it was said, though 
one childish scrawl entrusted its 
hopes for Christmas to ‘‘Santa Claus, 
care of Commander Byrd.”’

AFRICAN RIOT TOLL 





British Under-Secretary for Col- 


onies Tells Commons Cause Is 
Still Unascertained. 





LONDON, Dec. 23 (4).—The num- 
ber. of those. killed in rioting in 
Southeast Nigeria, 
Africa, has now grown to at least 
forty-three women and one man. 

In explaining the large number of 
|casualties among the women Dr. 
Drummond Shiels, Under-Secretary 
|of State for the Colonies, told the 
| House of Commons today that the 
| native men, armed with machetes, 
| had put groups of women in front of 
them while advancing on British 
troops in the expectation that the 
soldiers would not fire om females. 

Most of the casualties. occurred on 
Dec. 11 at Opobo, where nineteen 
women and one man were shot to 
death, and eight women were pushed 

into a river and drowned. Ten 
other women died of gunshot wounds 
later. 

Another group of six women were 
shot and killed in a second riot at 
Abaka two days later when a mob 
attacked government headquarters. 
{In other riots at Aba and the Imo 

River district some European women 

were reported to have been assaulted 
and traders and administrative of- 

ficers molested. 

As a result of the quick and stern 
measures of the British the general 
situation was reported well in hand, 
although the natives were still sul- 
len and restless, 

The exact cause of the riots has 
not been definitely ascertained. Some 
reports attributed them to.a fall in 
prices of native products and others 
© erroneous reports that a poll tax 

was to be levied on women.

Byrd may 
bring data back ftom the Antarctic 
which will be helpful in aiding scien- 
tists to determine the effect, if any, 
of atin spots on. terregtial weather 
was expressed today by Professor 
Edwin B. Frost, director of the 
Yerkes Observatory at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 

The gréat sun spots, noticeable 
about three weeks ago and blamed 
by popular belief for the recent se- 
vére océanic storms, are returning 
to view as the sun rotates, Professor 
Frost declared. These spots are

Robert Schmidt Succeeds Him 
as Minister of Economics 
in German Cabinet. 


NEW HARMONY IS FORECAST 


Socialists Retain Strength and the 
Business World Approves the 
Chancellor’s Choice.

BERLIN,. Dec. 23.—Dr. Paul Mol- 
denhauer, who has held the post of 
Minister of Economics in Chancellor 
Herman Miiller’s cabinet since Nov. 
11, was today appointed Finance 
Minister to succeed Dr. Rudolph Hil- 
ferding. 

Dr. Hilferding resigned after two 
days of interparty deliberations in 
the course. of which it became evi- 
dent that none of the coalition par- 
ties constituting the present govern- 
ment revealed an ardent desire to 
over the finance portfolio, 
which, in the past two weeks, has 
been a target for intensive criticism. 
It was due solely to Dr. Miiller’s de- 
termination to close the ranks of the 
Cabinet without further delay that 
he forced the appointment of Dr. 
Moldenhauer, who was favored by | 
President von Hindenburg. Dr. Mol- |, 
denhauer will be succeeded as) 
Minister of Economics by Robert 
Schmidt, the veteran Socialist leader, 
who was a member of previous cabi- 
nets under Socialist Chancellors.

__ AS MCUNN EVIDENCE 
Bottles and Records Taken in 


Brooklyn Raled Out—Manhat- 
tan Contraband Stands. 


Neither the records nor the 3,646 
bottles of Jiquor seized in Brooklyn 
from members of the so-called James 
M. McCunn liquor ring may be used 


as evidence against McCunn or any 
of his co-defendants.

John Theofel, 
Democratic leader of Queens, re- 
fused to comment on the report, but

Mr. Hylan has lived in Forest Hills 
for about two years, having moved 
there from Brooklyn after the end 
of his second term as Mayor. During

At 
the time he left the Mayoralty Mr. 
Hylan was blocked in his attempt 
to get a pension by a suit started 
by William J.. Schieffelin, chairman 
of the Citizens Union, on the ground 
that a Municipal Assembly act mak- 
ing the retirement age 55 years in- 
stead of 60 years was void. 

Under the law, Mr. Hylan is eligi- 
ble to reinstatement in the city’s 
retirement system if he should re- 
enter, the city’s service within five 

ears after the time he left it. He 

s now 61 years old and would he 
eligible for retirement and a pen- 
sion at any time after appointment, 
A justice of the Children’s Court 
does not reach the compulsory re- 
tirement age until he is 70, and it 
was said that Mr. Hyland, if ~ 
pointed to the judgeship, probably 
would serve until he reached the re- 
tirement age instead of retiring voi- 
untarily,

And it was 
there—it has been said that it was 
only there—that a Communist could 
call his soul his own. 

Hours on end grim young men sat 
staring into their coffée cups, build- 
ing dynasties to be run without the 
Republican party; hours on end 
groups of elderly men waved their 
arms and called down mournful im- 
preeations on the temporal powers,

difficult to reconcile them for the 
present, according to opinion here 
In view of this fact, influences are 
likely to be set in motion, it is said, 
to postpone the enactment of supple- 
mental legislation by Congress. 

The situation within the member- 
ship of: the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee points to long de- 
lay there so far as consolidation 
legislation is concerned. The com- 
mittee has drafted a program that 
will demand its time well into 
March, and Chairman Couzens is un- 
derstood to have strong support in 
his determination to insist upon ac- 
tion upon the Communications bili 
and the Motor Bus measure before 
any other business is undertaken. 

The Parker and Fess’ consolidation 
bills were both reported in the last 
Congress, but neither came to a 
vote. 

The Motor Bus bill deals only with 
passenger traffic. It provides for 
supervision of such agencies by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in 
cooperation with State commissions.

All persons or firms engaged in or 
contemplating the operation of mo- 
tor buses carrying passengers 
would be required to obtain from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
certificates to so operate. The bill 
provides that rates, fares and charges 
shall be ‘‘reasonable,’’ and subject 
to such changes as are prescribed un- 
dér existing law for travel by rail. 
Severe punishment in the form of 
fines and imprisonment is_ provided 
for the illegal operation of buses. 

The bill specifically states that the 
proposed law is not intended to in- 
terfere with the exclusive exercise 
by the States of the power to regu- 
late motor bus traffic within their 
own borders. Merging of motorbus 
lines - would be permitted, the bill 
specifically exempting unifications 
from prosecution under the anti- 
trust laws. ; ae 

The Motor Bus bill, which was 
drafted after an exhaustive inquiry 
into the subject by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, has been en- 
dorsed by the commission.

Mary Sullivan, 44 years old, a 
chamber maid and hotel housekeeper 
for more than eighteen years, will. be 
rewarded today for honesty. For re- 
turning to the owner, valuables left 
in a hotel room, she will receive a 
silver medal and a bonus of one 
month’s salary from the Hotel Gov- 
ernor Clinton where she is. employed. 

Last Monday, John A. Larkin of 
Philadelphia, a guest at the Gov- 
ernor Clinton,-went out in.the: morn- 
ing leaving $2,000 under the pillow 
on his bed, the management said. 
When he returned to the hotel ten 
hours later, he apparently had not 
missed the sum. 

It had been found, however, by Miss 
Sullivan, the assistant housekeeper 
in charge of the floor, and was wait- 
ing for him at. the desk. Mr. Larkin 
gave Miss Sullivan $5 as a reward 


to pay for the upkeep of the Com- 
munist. daily newspapers.

TWO STATES RUN: RESORTS 


Wyoming and West Virginia Oper- 
ate Projects Similar to That 
Planned for New York, 


If the Legislature adopts the rec- 
ommendations to be made in Febru- 
ary by the Saratoga Springs. com- 
mission for the. development of .a 
health resort similar to European 
spas at Saratoga, New York will be 
the third State in the country own- 
ing and operating medicinal springs. 
The other States which own mineral 
springs are West Virginia, owning 
and operating Berkeley Springs, and 
Wyoming, which owns and operates 
the Big Horn Hot Springs at Ther- 
mopolis. 

The United States Government. is 


owner of the mineral springs at Hot 
Springs, Ark. Other medicinal a 
in the United States, including White 
Sulphur Springs, Hot Springs, Va., 
and French. Lick Springs. Ind., 
are’ privately owned. Berkeley 
Springs has been publicly owned 
since 1755, when it was the property 
of the Province of Virginia, 

The Saratoga Springs commission, 
of which Bernard ruch is chair- 
man, has arrived at no estimate of 
the. cost of the development of the 
springs along lines recommended by a 
committee of physicians sent abroad 
to study European spas. The rec- 
ommendations have been approved 
by the Council of the New York 
Academy of Medicine.

| JAPANESE SHIP LOOTED

Before Attack—Storm Sinks 
Vessel With 250 Aboard. 


HONGKONG, Dec. 23 (?).—The Jap- 
anese steamer Ryujin Maru went 


aground at the mouth of the Wham- 
poa River, néar Canton, early today 
and. was. looted by dozens: of armed 


Chinese pirates, said a dispatch re- 
ceived by the British Navy wireless 
from Canton. 

The pirates came alongside the 
vessel in small boats and climbed 
over ‘the rails. They forced the of- 
ficers te stay in the cabins while the 
ship was looted. Part of the cargo 
and the ship’s fittings were taken. 

Departing in their small boats, the 
robbers disappeared in the darkness 
with their loot. ‘No one was injured 
and.no hostages -were.taken for. ran- 
som. Several hours later the Ryujin 
Maru was still aground. 

The Chinese steamer Lee Cheong 
with her Chinese officers and crew 
and 250 Chinese passengers, includ- 
ing'many wonien and children,. sank 
late Saturday night with practically 
all_on board. 

The vessel-was caught in a violent 
storm shortly after leaving Swabue 
Saturday afternoon for Hongkong 
and went down at midnight swamped 
by huge waves.

A SWEEPING CHANGE. 


The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is like the Happy Warrior in 
at least one respect. It sees what 
it foresaw. The burst of criticism 

d objection instantly called forth 
by its new plan for railway consoli- 
dation could not have surprised any 
of its members.’- They knew that 
they would be like men standing up 
to be shot at. The shooting will 
doubtless continue for a long time. 
Railway experts and members of 
Congress will rise up in angry pro- 
test against one or another feature 
of the proposed combination. But in 
all this one singular fact has had 
but little notice. It is that all the 
faultfinding relates to details. No 
one cries out against the funda- 
mental idea of grouping and merg- 
ing the railways in great systems. 

Thirty and forty years.ago that 
would have been regarded as a pub- 
lic peril to be avoided by every need- 
ed law’ and ‘prosecution. In fact, 
laws. were passed and great trials 
begun for the express purpose of 
preventing the very thing which the 
Interstate. Commerce Commission 
now contemplates on. a vastly great- 
.er scale than was ever thought of 
when the anti-trust statutes were 
enacted. Today the proposal is ac- 
cepted as the most natural thing in 
the world: Yet it is, in truth, a revo- 
lutionary change. It is a-complete 
reversal of the mental and the legal 
attitude assumed by the American 
people a generation ago. Now they 
read: of combined companies with 
great piling up of capital and with 
enormous power, but are not at all 
excited by. it. It seems like the 
order of nature. _ 

There are reasons for this remark- 
able change of mind affecting the 
entire nation. It is a case of better 
ideas driving the old ones out. We 
have come to see that great units in 
manufacture or’ in © transportation 
contain the promise of economies in 
administration and also of ‘improved 
service. There is no longer the old 
dread .of .a mighty combination 
wiping out all competition and get- 
ting a strangleshold upon the public. 
This is not due to a belief that our 
captains of: industry and railway 
managers are superior in virtue to 
their predecessors. What has hap- 
pened is that they have been regu- 
lated in a superior manner. The 
Federal Government and the States 
have‘found out how to control the 
corporations which they have cre- 
ated. Particularly in the case of the 
railroads -has the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission learned how. to 
put a hook in Leviathan. By act of 
Congress: railway profits have been 
limited, and by decisions of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission their 
rates are fixed. Of all this there 
is n6w a general understanding. It 
must play a large part in the altered 
popular feeling about railroad con- 
solidation. Yet however it is ex- 
plained, the change is staggering 
and almost incredible when one looks 
back, and bulks as almost a political 
revolution in this country. ;

The 
Board of Superintendents should be 
as disinterested as outside experts 
and would have certain advantages 
in being familiar with local condi- 
tions. But how are they to be pro- 
tected against such influence as that 
from which an outside committee is 
free? Even if the list of supporters 
of each candidate were made public, 
as was done by President Hoover in 
the selection of Federal judges, “ in- 
fluence” is not confined to written 
channels. 

Correction of this evil, which is 
a menace to the integrity of the 
whole system, must come largely 
from inside the teaching body. The 
Teachers Union has shown courage 
in its efforts to stir the interest of 
the 30,000 teachers in the mainte- 
It 
has canvassed the teachers .them- 
selves concerning the qualifications | 
of the thirty-five who have been 
selected by the Board of Superinten- 
dents for the position of principal. 
That its evaluations differ from 
those of the board does not, of 
course, prove that the board’s are 
not just, but it does raise a suspicion | 
that something else than purely edu- 
cational factors has entered to dis- | 
turb the professional ratings. One 
must suspend judgment till Superin- | 
tendent O’SHEA makes answer; but 
the showing presented by the Teach- 
ers Union report is, to say the least, 
disquieting. 








ROAST REINDEER.

|else was reading in the evening 
paper an account of how the Santa 
Claus hired by Beer Brothers De- 
partment Store to go up in an 
airplane with a loud-speaker had 
fallen into Smith Creek and nearly 
drowned. Mother, who on ordinary 
nights cooked by taste, on this occa- 
sion leaned heavily on the govern- 
ment. The treatise before her was 
full of all manner of delectable and 
familiar terms: One-half cup diced 
salt pork, 1 cup chopped onions, 1 
cup chopped celery, % cup chopped 
parsley, 9 tart apples diced, 1 cup 
sugar, 2 cups fine dry bread crumbs, 
and so on. 

Things were to be cooked: until 
they had reached the “degree ot 
doneness desired.” What an exquisite 
word! Father, reading it; felt a 
measure of sympathy for the mys- 
terious dish about to-be roasted. 
What with trimming the Christmas 
tree in the hall and trying to get 
the one out on the lawn wired 
right, he, too, had all but reached a 
degree of doneness. 

For the stuffing, fry the salt pork | 
until crisp and remove the pieces 
from the skillet. Cook the celery, 
onion and parsley in the fat for a 
few minutes and remove them, Put 
the apples into the skillet, sprinkle 
with the sugar, cover and cook until 
tender, then remove the lid and con- 
tinue to cook until the juice evapo- 
rates and the pieces of apple are 
candied. Mix with the apples the 
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and Chops, Breaded Reindeer Cut- 
lets, Tenderloin of Reindeer, Boned 
Rib Roast of Reindeer with Apple 
Stuffing—the one given above.

THE EGYPTIAN ELECTION.

The 
target, in the present instance, was 
small, and there is no contention 
that the language of the law’ did 
not cover its activities.

TEASING. 


Games and gifts and children 
home from school make a charm- 
ing part of Christmas. If the chil- 
dren get along well together, every 
one is happy, but if there is a bully 
or a braggart or an inveterate tease 
in the crowd, problems are sure to 
arise to puzzle parents. There may 
be some help for them in the Janu- 
ary number of Child Study, which 
is filled with articles on teasing. 
Every one knows what it is. Every 
one has teased or has been teased, 
but the word is difficult for the child 
investigators to define, and they 
have almost nothing in the way of 
scientific data on the subject to fall 
back on.. Their remarks are neces- | 
sarily drawn from separate observa- 
tions, and their conclusions are wide- 
ly varied. 

Going back to childhood’s own 
methods of definition, they have at-

They admit 
that this definition is too simple to 
take in all the complexities of teas- 
ing, but it does for a start. Teasing 
may begin and end with play, like 
that of kittens pretending with every 
atom of energy in their small bodies 
that they are going to tear each 
other to pieces. Or it may begin 
with play and end, after an uninten- 
tionally sharp thrust, in a real fight, 
with tears and a run for shelter. 
may make one child, who likes the 
limelight at any cost, very happy. 
A bashful, sensitive child may be 
made miserable by teasing of the 
most innocent. purpose. Some of 
the teachers and parents questioned 
thought that teasing was a serious 
problem. Others believed in it as a 
valuable factor in a child’s “ infor- 
mal education.” 

From the numerous cases cited 
one must conclude that when all is 
right and normal within, the teas- 
ing child does no one any harm. It 
is when he -is jealous of attention to 
another child or otherwise unhappy 
that, his teasing is likely to hurt 
himself as well as his victim. Under 
the suise of playful pretense he 
works off his irritation. The differ- 
ence is well illustrated in an inci- 
dent told by a woman, now a great- 
grandmother, who remembers well 
her own happy:childhood. Her big 
brother ‘was making a great to-do, 
disturbing her at some quiet game. 
She begged her mother to make him 


‘stop. He was not serious in his

were caught in, violations of. the 
amendments to the immigration laws 
of March 4, 1929, which made the 
first. conviction for illegal entry a 
misdemeanor and attempted illezal 
entry after deportation a felony. 

It is true, it was said, that some 
2,000 aliens of all nationalities are 
now being held in jail for various 
violations of that act, with the con- 
sequence that jails at some interna- 
tional border towns are crowded. 
This situation was called to the at- 
tention of Congress early in Decem- 


ber by Secretary of Labor Davis and 


Attorney General Mitchell. Mr. Da- 
vis pointed out to Congress that if 
the present law -was to be continued 
adequate provisions for detaining 
those who violate the immigration 
laws should be provided aside from 
the jail facilities of the border 
towns. 

“I don’t know of any British sub- 
jects who have been detained ex- 
cept for violation of the immigratioa 
laws,’’ W. W. Husband, Second As- 
sistant Secretary of Labor, in charge 
of immigration, said today. ‘‘Unfor- 
tunatély, we cannot help that. 

“I can give some figures which in- 
dicate that not all those who crossed 
the border into the United States 
were put in jail, and which show that 
there is a legal means of entering 
the United States and that when 
these legal requirements have been 


| met. there are no difficulties pre 


sented to entrance. 

“Last year there were more than 
15,000, aliens who crossed the 
Canadian border into the United 
States, so there is a legal way of en- 
tering the country. 

“T. cannot say how many tried te 
enter the country Se gee There 
may have been 2,000 of these aliens 
all told.. How many of these were 
British I cannot say. _Those who did 
attempt to enter illegally were de- 
tained, according to law, pending de- 
portation. 

“We used to be able to deport them 


| at once, and then there were no dif- 


ficulties. Since the act of March 4, 
last, however, which made attempted 
illegal entry—that. is, entry without 
inspection or at a.place not specified 
a misdemeanor for first offense, and 
attempted entry after deportation a 
felony, conditions have been dif- 
ferent. Since then, our jails and 
pad places of detention have been 
ed. 

“Secretary Davis called attention 
to the situation in his annual report, 
as’ did Attorney General Mitchell. 
Secretary Davis informed Congress 
that: if the law was to remain, places 
for detention of those held for viola- 
jai must be provided, outside of 
ails. 

“Our department is cognizant of 
the situation and is doing everything 
possible to alleviate it and to expe- 
dite ‘the deportation of those who 
run afoul of our laws. Our principal 
difficulty, however, is that we can- 
not move’ to’ deport these people 
until they serve the sentences which 
are imposed upon them, and these 
run generally-from sixty to ninety 
days. ; 

“There is no getting round the 
fact; however, that those who com- 
ply with the immigration laws have 
no trouble. And it is true, further, 


| that our immigration laws are more 
| liberal in their scope than those of 
I feel that this correction is due |

virtually every other nation, includ- 
ing those of Great Britain. If people 
do not choose to obey them, we can- 
not be held responsible.”’ 

The Department of Justice, it was 
said, had no information regardin 
the allegations of ill treatment o 
British prisoners in American pris- 
ons. It was said at the department 
that it had received no complaint on 
the matter. Officials seemed inclined 
to believe that if a protest wers 
made it would robably come 
through the British Ambassador, 
who would hand it to the State De- 
partment.

COLORS VARIED AND BRIGHT 


History of the Basket Makers Is 
Unfolded In a Series of Primi- 


tive Pictures.

CARLSBAD, N: M., Dec. 18.—A 
painted grotto, colorful as an Indian 
blanket,. has just been found in the 
Guadalupe Mountains, New Mexico. 
The Basket Maker.race, extinct forty 
centuries ‘ago, used this huge niche 
in the canyon wall for a living room. 

We were looking for caves from 
the lofty rim of Slaughter Canyon, ; 
in the wild places of nature, scan- 
ning, .with :field. glasses, the colossal 
bluffs of the great South Fork ‘as it 
writhed away through a jumble of 
torn mountains. Suddenly.a distant 
cliff seemed to open as by. the magic 
of Ali Baba—a cave-mouth in full 
view. j 

We dropped to the canyon bottom, 
half a mile below our feet, and | 
trekked up-stream to the point. 


There yawned the huge mouth of a | 
shallow cave in the nature of an ex- 
treme overhang. In the half-light 
were discerned-.a strange medley of 
paintings—red, yellow, white, black— 
along the wall for eighty feet. Both 
the side and a portion of the ceiling 
are covered. 

A forty-foot serpent outlined in a 
series of: ‘small » white triangles 
stretches horizontally; other large 
snakes, in solid yellow, run from 
floor to ceiling. Many similar rep- 
tiles appear to have been started, 
but left unfinished. 

Flat blocks of rock the size of a 
billiard table lie along the floor;. on 
these prehistoric man ground his 
corn. These huge rock slabs are 
pitted with mortars, the grinding 
pestlés remain in place for use, as 
though the occupants had suddenly 
departed. 


Floor Covered With Ashes. 


The floor is covered with ashes and 
burned stone from the fires through 
the centuries. An old floor line about 
four feet up the wall shows that 
much of the burned material has 
been whipped out by the winds surg- 


ing into the wide cave-mouth. 

An occasional tiny cob ‘scratched 
from the ashes attests that Indian 
maize had not developed at this time 
far beyond the grasses from which 
erg Som, & corn originally sprang. 

he size of the cobs is that of a 
;very small cigar. 

The wall of the Painted Grotto ap- 
ears.to have been a kind of pallets 
oard. -Much of the paiht-wo 
stands out boldly, while a great Tal 
fades into dimness. Writings are, 
often placed upon.-those less distinct, 
smoke being the partial. eraser .to 
prepare the surface anew for the 
fresher chronicles of these ancient 
» Hl. | people. 

The inscriptions are in two systems 
—pictographs and mere symbols, the 
latter predominating. Not a few of 
these signs are easily recognizable 
as those found about the cave-tombs 
of the basket makers in this moun- 
tain range; among them are signs 
resembling a boomerang, a wedge 
and an airplane propeller. 

The paintings of the Painted Grotto 
are far more profuse than any dis- 
covered in this region, so replete in 
mystic records left by ancient man. 


Pictures Pertain to Water. 
No key as yet is known to render 


translation, but from the pictographs 
the context often can be gathered. 
For instance, this portion of the 
Southwest was a desert even 4,000 
years ago, as the pictures pertain to 
water, so essential to the tilling of 


their crops. Rain, numerous thunder- 
storms, a river of considerable vol- 
ume and two large flowing springs 
are depicted. 
The springs are represented by a 
circle containing lesser circles not 
unlike the waves in a pond caused 
by a stone thrown in; to this figure 
is attached a cometlike tail, the 
added symbol to indicate that the 
spring is flowing. These no doubt 
refer “to Rattlesnake and Blue 
springs, enormous flows which: gush 
up on the desert floor miles away. 
The river is represented by waver- 
ing lines; this qualified, to ex-| 
press the idea that a stream of large 
volume is intended, by adding a num- 
ber of wavy lines. This gives the 
appearance of a yellow and red 
striped flag rippled by the wind. 
Black River is no doubt intended, 
being the largest stream within the 
radius of fifty miles, It has the pe- 
culiarity. of suddenly disappearing 
from the surface to flow under the 
desert floor for miles, when it just | J 
as. quickly reappears, the inference 
from the pictograph perhaps being to. 
signify the near point at which the 
ern river rises to the sur- 


This painted grotto must have been 
occupied for many centuries as liv- 
ing quarters, for the massive lime- 
stone blocks on which these people 
sat about grinding their corn are 
worn smooth despite their flintlike 
hardness. 


Not Used for Burial. 


Nothing indicates that this shelter 
was later used for a burial place, 
but one can surmise very accurately 
that tombs are in the immediate. vi- 
cinity. These ancients concealed their 
mummified dead with numerous mor- 
tuary offerings in tunnel-like caves 
sédled with stone, so as to blend with

Tuttle Is Said to. Regard Him as 
Most Important Man in the 
“Protection” of Pool. 


Daniel P. O’Connell, the. reputed 
Democratic ‘‘boss’’ of Albany and 
the former chairman of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee, was charged 
with. perjury yesterday in a twenty- 
seven-count indictment handed up 
by the Federal grand jury.’

‘ The’ indictment contains sevent 
five allegations, and much detail. 
Tt ‘alleges’ that O'Connell took an 
oath on July 31 that he would an- 
swer questions truthfully and that 
he had failed to do so. It is explained 
that the grand jury. was conduct- 
ing the inquiry to determine wheth- 
er’ the pool: had violated the law 
prohibiting use of the mails for un- 
lawful purposes. 


Account of Boston Plea Assailed. 


It is charged that O’Connell testi- 
fied falsely when he denied having 
received $40,000 from William F. Bu- 
chanan, as part of the pool’s earn- 
ings, and that he had again perjured 
himself when he testified that he 
ame gen guilty in Boston in Novem- 

er, 1927, on advice of counsel, when 
he was-charged with ‘conspiracy in 
connection . with the pool. . He. as- 
serted that. he never. had anything to 
do with the pool but entered a guilty 
plea because he thought the authori- 
ties there would send him 'to: jail if 
he-did not do so. After his plea in 
the Boston tribunal the ‘case against 
him was nolle prossed.

Police Captain Says at Hearing 
on Storage Charges It Was 
Removed in Two Loads. 


5,000 FEET CALLED LIMIT 


Questioning of Laliey and Flinn by 
Whalen After Fire Introduced in 
Evidenee Before Magistrate. 


Approximately 243,245 feet of in- 
flammable film were stored in the 
building housing the Pathe Film 
Company's Manhattan studio at Park 
Avenue and 134th Street at the time 
of the fire there which cost ten lives 
on Dec..10, Police Captain Louis 
Hyams of the West Thirtieth Street 
station testified yesterday at a hear- 
ing before Magistrate Simpson in 
Municipal Term Court.

Captain Hyams said that the film 
was removed from the studiaq build- 
ing to the West Thirtieth Street sta- 
tion on two occasions, on the first of 
which 140 containers were taken 
from the first floor and twenty from 
the basement, He said that these 
contained about 105,110 feet of film, 
Later 204 containers and three ship- 
ping containers were removed to the 
police station, and these held approx- 
imately 138,135 feet of film, he ssid, 
The film was tested by himself and 
another lice officer, he said, and 
found to be inflammable.

Railon Back From Europe, 
Asserts Reich Mast Increase 
Revenues and Effect Savings. 


Germany is at present going > h 
another readjustment process, in t 
opinion of Ludwig Bendix, taventé | 
ment banker and former tinancial | 
adviser to the German Embassy in 
Washington, who returned yesterday | 
from a short business trip to Ger- 
many. 

“The revenues of the Reich must 
be increased,’’ Mr. Bendix said, ‘‘and 
savings must. be made in the govern- 
ment’s expenditures in order to bal- 
ance the budget. On the other hand, 
the burdens of direct taxation are 
already so heavy that they prevent 
the formation of new capital and 
have caused some movement of capi- 
tal to foreign countries. An increase 
of indirect taxes, therefore, seems 
inevitable, although such a _ proce- 
dure conflicts with the policy of the 
parties of the Left. This situation 
makes the solution of the problem a 
difficult. one... However,.I do not 
doubt for a-moment that this prob- 
lem will be solved just as so many 
and still more difficult. problems 
have been solved in Germany since 
the armistice. 

‘“‘Moreover, Germany needs addi- 
tional working capital which, if pro- 
vided by foreign countries, will not 
only lead to an industrial revival 
within Germany but enable the coun- 
try to increase its importations of 
raw materials such as cotton, copper 
and other basic commodities. It 
goes without saying that such a de- 
velopment will also be of benefit to | 
the United States as well as the rest 
of the world.”’

More Accurate Comparisons 
Aim of New Plan, Described 
-by the Company. 


YEAR ALWAYS OPENS JAN. 2 


Four of Each Day of the Week in 
Every Period—Payroll and 
. Advertising Affected. 


An explanation of the thirteen- 
month calendar plan which Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. will put into opera- 
tion at’ the beginning of 1930 was 
issued yesterday. by that company. 
The purpose is to ‘‘make more defi- 
nite and. accurate comparisons than 
it is possible to make when.operat- 
ing on the twelve-month calendar,”’ 
according to a statement by R. E. 
Wood, president of the company. 
‘“The calendar to.be used ‘by Sears, 
| Roebuck & Co. for the conduct of its 


own -business,’’ says the statement, 
“will always begin on Jan. 2 for the 
. first period, and the first period will 
end on Jan, 29. There will always 
be four Mondays, four Tuesdays, 
four Wednesdays, four’ Thursdays, 
four Fridays, four Saturdays and 
four Sundays in each Sears, Roe- 
buck period. Jan, 2 will be the first 
day of the first period no matter on 
what day of the week Jan. 2 falls.”’ 
It is pointed out that not all con- 
cerns observing the thirteen-period 
ealendar, plan designate Jan. 2 ‘as 
the first day of. the -first period. 
“For a time,’ the explanation said, 
“it is going to be something of a 
task to adjust’ the figures of 1929, 
during which year the 
twelve-month calendar was, followed, 
and to compare’ those figures with 
the thirteen periods of the.year 1930. 
However, after these adjustments 
have been taken care of all future 
comparisons wills be accurate and 
more. easily understood than. the 
comparisons which have been made 
month to month when the twelve- 
month calendar has been used.”’ 


Payroll on New Basis. 


The company announced that its 
40,000 employes would be paid on the

Sears, Roebuck & Co. and the

|dropped their plan for a consolida- 
tion of the two organizations. 


E. C. Sams, president of the Pen- 
ney company, issued yesterday the 
following statement: 

“The studies of the economic ad- 
vantages of a possible merger be- 
tween the J. C. Penney Company 
chain of 1,400 retail dry goods and 
apparel stores‘ and’ Sears, Roebuck 
& Co. have been terminated. It was 
thought that such a study was worth 
while by the executives of both or- 
ganizations because of the possibility 
of uniting a wide variety of hard- 
ware lines developed by the mail- 
order house with the ref goods and 
apparel lines developed by the J. C, 
pene | Company retail stores. The 
possibility of the J. C. Penney Com- 
pany’s trained personnel handling 
the lines developed by the mail-order 
house, in addition to the lines devel- 
oped by the Penney company in its 
1,400 general dry goods and apparel 
stores, was the occasion for the 
study, but since no basis for the 
merger was found, negotiations have 
| been definitely terminated.’’

FELL $876,000,000 


H. L. Williams Computes Total 
Decline of 33 Concerns 
From Year's Highest. 


REPORTS ON HIS COMPANY 


Market Value of Air Investors’ 
Listed Holdings on Dec. 11 Was 
56% of Their . Cost. 


The stocks of thirty-three aviation 
companies which are listed on. the 
New York Stock Exchange and the 
New York Curb Exchange showed 
a decline in value from their high 
prices in 1929 to their low levels for 
the year of $876,000,000, Harvey L. 
Williams, president: of the Air In- 
vestors, Inc., unnouncea yesterday 
in a letter to the stockholders of the 
company. At ‘the high prices, the 
stocks were valued at $1,160,000,000 
and at the low prices they were 


worth $284,000,000, or 24% per cent} 


of their high valuation. 


The market value of all listed se- 
curities owned by. Air Investors, Inc., 
on Dec. 11 amounted to 56 per cent 
of their cost, Mr. Williams said. On 
that date the asset value for each of 
the 81,663 shares of convertible pref- 
erence stock was $31.80, of which 
$25.40 represented the market, value 
of the listed securities and cash, and 
$6.40 the value of the _ securities 
owned for which there was no public 
market. Mr. Williams added: . 

“Prior to the break in the stock 
market the corporation sold all of its 
holdings in six aviation companies 
and reduced its holdings in others. 
The proceeds of these sales were in- 
vested largely in dividend-paying 
stocks, Of the corporation’s invest- 
ments, 46 per cent is now in the se- 
curities of companies not wholly de- 
pendent upon the aviation industry, 
such as:

INDUSTRIES MAKE THREATS 


Tax. Equalization Committee Hears 


Plants Will Leave State if Tax 
Is Not Lifted.

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 28.--While | 
Governor Larson, discussing the 1930 | 
legislative program today with Re-) 
publican. leaders, was insisting that | 
he would oppose new bond issues or) 
a@ new gasoline tax for the financing | 
of new roads, manufacturers’ repre- 
sentatives were warning a legislative 
committee that industrial interests 
would quit the State if the tax on 


tangible personal property was not Mise 


lifted. 
The warning was heard at the 


opening of a series of hearings be-|0 


fore the committee on tax equaliza- 


tion headed by Senator Yates of 
Passaic. Jacob M. Klein, attorney 
for the United Committee on Tax 
Equalization, declared that one fac- 
tory in New Jersey pays a personal 
property tax four times greater than 
is levied in Pennsylvania. 

He said that Massachusetts, faced} 
with the same tax ngerne had re- 
fused the plea of the industries for | 
a réduction, and as a consequence 
not only lost many factories, but had 
to solve the problem of consequent 
increases in unemployment. He sug- 

ested that the personal proper 
ax in New Jersey be eliminated; 
that an increase in land and building 
tax be imposed as substitute. 

Representatives of the Trenton 
Chamber of Commerce would not 
commit themselves on the suggestion 
that the personal property tax be 
climinated, but they cited figures 
showing that between 1919 and 1927 
the number of industrial plants in | 
New Jersey decreased 25 per cent, | 
that the total of wage earners was 
reduced 20 per cent and that pay- 
rolls dropped 5 per cent. 

Sedley H. Phinney of the New Jer- | 
sey State League of Municipalities | 
warned against merely shifting the 
tax burden from one class to an- | 
other. He said an increase in land 
and building tax would hit the small | 
home-owner and the shore resort in- 
dustry. H. E. Taylor of the New 
Jersey Federation of Farm Boards 
agreed with Mr. Phinney. He de- 
clared the farmer could not meet an 
increase in taxes. 

Adjourning the meeting, Senator 
Yates asked for written facts and 
figures to guide the committee. He 
announced that the next hearing 
would be held in about three weeks. 

The joint conference committee of 
Senate and House Republicans, map- 
ving out the 1930 legislative program, 
heard Senator Wolber, 1930 floor 
loader, detail his plan for an increase 
in the gasoline tax to speed elimina- 
tion of grade crossing. 

“The committee did not give the 
{diea much encouragement,’ he ad- 
mitted after the meeting. ‘“‘It seemed 
to think that the tax as it is now is 
proper.”* 

The conference discussed a plan 
whereby voters might elect separate 
commissions to function in South 
Jersey, North Jersey and Central 
Jersey in supervising and financing 
improvements affecting their own 
areas. The counties in each zone, 
under this plan, would be enabled 
jointly to finance the improvements 
without burdening counties not bene- 
fited by the improvements. 

Senator Wolber said election of 
commission members in the contem- 
plated zones would permit the tax- 
payers to exercise supervision, almost 
directly, of expenditure of their 
funds. 

The conference, without de@nftely 
committing itself, seemed to approve | 
the plans for revision of the = 





service system and for establishment 
of a bill-drafting bureau. The latter 
could prepare bills so that they would 
be free of ee fee ot phraseology and 
easily understandable. Senator Wol- 
ber and a sub-committee will report 
on the plan at next Monday's meet- | 
ing. 

One chief feature of the plan to 
reform the civil service laws is the 
proposal that a personnel office be | 
established to deal with problems of | 
public employes. 

“Tt will be the purpose of the com- 
mittee to modernize, improve and 
strengthen the control of public em- 
ployment in the State, the counties | 
and in the cities which have adopted 
the present civil service laws,’’ the 
conference reported.

SUED AS BANKRUPT 


Assets of the Missouri-Kansas 
Are Put at $750,000 and 
«. Liabilities at $1,260,000. 


REORGANIZATION PLANNED 


Decrease In Sales and a Drop in 
Prices After Stock Slump Is 
Held Responsible. 


The Missouri Kansas Zine Corpor- 
ation, a Delaware concern with of- 
fices at 120 Broadway, was thrown 
into bankruptcy proceedings yester- 
day by three creditors who filed a 
petition in Federal court. They esti- 
mated the liabilities of the corpora- 
tion at $1,260,000 and its assets at 
$750,000. 

Following a hasty meeting of the 
officers of the corporation, Walter 
E. Ernst of McManus, Ernst & 
Ernst, its attorneys, said the recent 
crash in Wall Street was responsi- 
ble for the condition of the concern 
and that the petition was designed 
to effect a reorganization. Definite 
plans for this, he added, would be 
announced soon, probably on Thurs- 
day. 

The petitioning creditors are Ben- 
jamin Graham, who claims $2,564.04; 
Margaret T. Ryan, $900, and Ray 
Stricks, $1,282.03. The claims are 
all based on notes alleged to be due 
the petitioners. 

Following the Wall Street crash, it 
was said, the price of zinc concen- 
trate from the corporation’s mine 
dropped abruptly. It also was said 
that the smelters were purchasing 
less and less of its product. The 
mining properties of the corporation 
are located at Waco, Mo. 

Bondholders were said to be inter- 
ested to the extent of $1,033,000, with 


$119,000 outstanding in shares of the 
| company, 

The corporation ge incorporated 
on April 5, 1927, as consolidation 
of the Butte-Kansas emamioun, the 
Barnsdall Zinc Company and_ the 
Acme Mining Company, according to 
Moody’s Manual. In July, 1928, it 
acquired the entire capital stock of 
the Kansas Zinc Mills Corporation. 

It is reported to own acres of 
potential zinc producing lands, four 
operating mills, one as mill and 
one floatation mill. aggregate 
monthly output is pe. to be 3,000 
tons of concentrates, It has 250 em- 


ployes. 

Its capital stock, according to the 
manual, consists of 125,000 shares 
authorized, of which 110,000 are out- 
standing. This stock has no par.

ARMS EXPERT'S TEST HOLDS 


He Says Bullets From Weapon in 
Burke’s Home Match Those in 
Bodies of Gangsters.

CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—A firearms ex- 
pert proved to the satisfaction of a 
coroner’s -jury today. that Fred 
Burke’s two machine guns were the 
weapons used to kill the seven mem- 
bers of the Moran gang on St. Val- 
entine’s Day. Since Burke, | also 
known .as Fred Dane, killed Police- 
man: Charles «Skelly » at« St: Joseph, 
Mich., on Dec. 14, the, authorities 
have’ had a chance to confirm their 
suspicion that he was the leader of 
the band which lined up the Moran 
gangsters in a garage ten months 
ago and shot them down. , 
Coroner Herman N,._ Bundesen, 
whose idea resulted in bringing Col- 
onél Calvin Goddard of New York 
here to. establish a crime detection 
school at “Northwestern University, 
termed the proof submitted to the 
jury the most important accomplish- 
ment of the massacre investigation. 
The coroner’s jury recommended 
that Burke; when and if captured, 
be held to the grand jury for the 
murder of two of the Moran 


gangsters. 

The machine guns, found in Burke’s 
home near St. Joseph, were brought, 
here, . together -with -ammunition 
seized there, ‘and bullets — fired 
through. them were compared with 
bullets takeh from the bodies of 
James Clark and Reinhold Schwim- 
mer, two of. the victims of the exe- 
cution attributed to liquor hijackings 
by the Moranites. 

Colonel Goddard first identified a 
large book containing photographs 
of the bodies of the massacre vic- 
tims which he had examined soon 
after the killings. He then identified 
bullets fired from the machine guns 
recovered in Burke’s home and de- 
c the -microscopic markings 
were identical with those on bullets 
used in the murder of the seven 
gangsters. 

The firearms expert testified that 
he fired twenty shots from one of 
the.guns and fifteen from the other. 

The second gun, he said, was uséd 
in the murder of Schwimmer, and 
the bullets’ for it were also of the 
same type as fifty or more unex- 
ploded cartridges found on the floor 
of the garage after the murder. 

Bullets fired in the other machine 
gun: matched those recovered from 
the body of Clark, he said. 

Colonel Goddard also testified that 
the two machine guns had been 
fired frequéntly since last Feb. 14. 

Deputy Police Commissioner Stege 
was a witness to identify the machine 
guns and to tell how they were re- 
covered from the home of Burke.

LONGER TRAINS SUGGESTED 





Questioned on Program to Ease the 
Congestion at Flatbush and 
Pennsylvania Stations. 





Thirty-one questions, covering the 
most important phases of its service 
and facilities, were put yesterday to 
the Long Island Railroad Company 
by. Public Service Commissioner 
George R. Van Namee and Transit 
Commissioner Leon G. Godley at the 
first of a series of hearings into the 
general adequacy of the company’s 
service and its improvement plans 
for the next five years. E. A. Gard- 
ner, counsel for the company, was 
told that general answers to the 
queries would’ be expected at the 
next hearing on Jan. 15. 

Representatives of civic groups

The company was asked about its 
lans for relieving congestion at the 

atbush terminal and the Pennsyl- 
vania Station, and whether it had 
considered the use of the New Jer- 
sey meadows for lay-over purposes 
for its equipment. Several questions 
were pe regarding the capacity and 
use of the East River tubes by the 
Long Island and the Pennsylvania. 
There were also questions covering 
the possibility .of altering the signal 
system for the use of additional 
trains in rush_hours. The possible 
use of more cars on trains, the pur- 
chase of additional neyo the 
changing of car seating arrange- 
ments and the extension of electri- 
fication on the company’s. system 
were also the subjects of questioning. 

Several of the questions indicated 
‘that future hearings would develop 
testimony regarding the plan, once 
advanced by the company, for the 
establishment of a new diagonal 
street terminal in- Long Island City, 
to be linked. with Manhattan by 
means of existing rapid transit 
lines, thus relieving congestion at 
Pennsylvania Station. The railroad 
was asked to describe the negotia- 
tions now under way between it and 
the city with reference to relief of 
inter-city service.

Prisoner Described by Police as 
the “Man Who Beat the 
Bank of England.” 


ACCUSED IN STOCK DEAL

A quiet, bald little man, described 
by detectives as ‘‘the man who beat 
the Bank of England,’’ was locked 
up last night-in Police Headquarters 
on a charge of forgery and grand 
larceny.

Booked as Frederick Mark, 47 
years old, of 298 Whitestone Avenue, 
Roosevelt, L. I., he made no com-. 
ment. The detectives insisted, how- 
ever, that he had been convicted in 
New South Wales, England, Boston, 
Poughkeepsie and. othér places on 
charges of forgery and grand larceny 
and that he has served time in prison 
in several countries.

firm. The man, they say, was Mark, 
who, according to their story, has 
been identified by the brokers’ clerk, 
as the person who got the $12,000 
worth of securities. 

According to the police, Mark was 
traced after they had found his name 
in the pocket of another man who 
had worked for the Johnson & Crow- 
ley concern and who was arrested 
but later cleared of the securities 
fraud. 

Mark, according to the police, -was 
convicted of getting $122,000 from 
the Bank of England by a forgery. 
They also maintained that Mark was 
sentenced to ten years in Gouldburn 
Prison, New South Wales, for a for- 
gery committed in Sydney in 1906; 
that he was sentenced to from five 
to eight years in Boston in 1913 on a 
similar charge and had served time 
for other forgeries in Poughkeepsie 
and Pelham Manor.

City of a central bureau of cancer 


| diagnosis, similar to the institutions 








in Buffalo, Boston and Philadelphia, 
was urged last night in an address 
on cancer service by Dr. James 
Ewing, cancer authority, before the 
Medical Society of the County of 
New York. at Hosack Hall, Fifth 
Avenue and 103d Street. 

Dr. ‘Ewing declared that the crea- 
tion of a bureau would contribute | 
greatly to eliminating false and) 
inadequate cancer diagnosis and/| 
help in the cure of the disease by 
enabling the physician to determine 
more clearly and with greater ac- 
curacy the particular kind of treat- | 
ment required in any specific case. | 

Asserting that 22 per cent of.con-| 
cer cases in this and other cities | 
remain unrecognized until after the | 
victim’s deaths and that in 10 per; 
cent of the cases the diagnosis has | 
been shown to have been wrong, Dr. | 
Ewing urged that no diagnosis be | 
pronounced final or a form of tréat-| 
ment pursued until the original diag- 
nosis has been confirmed by special- 
ists working’ under the authority. of 

Until this is! 
followed, he declared, ‘“‘we shall con- | 
tinue to."sée many unnecessary and | 
fatal operations and much needless | 
suffering.’’ \ 

“No cancer diagnosis: should ever | 
be made or acted upon:unless con- | 
firmed clinically and pathologically,” | 
Dr: Ewing said. ‘‘It-may be main-| 
tained without fear of contradiction | 
that a fairly: competent capacity to | 
recognize a tumor under a micror | 
scope is a life-long job. We must) 
establish a central bureau where | 
competent men will review the diag- | 
nosis before an operation is decided | 
upon or as a guide to the radiologist. 

“There are comparatively few men | 
in America able to recognize the na-! 
ture and development of bone sar-| 
coma, for example. Diagnosis is dif- | 
ficult. It requires experience, skill 
and care. The work must be special- | 
ized from top to bottom. It is my | 
belief that the control of cancer will | 
depend very largely upon the de- 
velopment of specialization in diag- 
nosis and treatment.”’
